Smugglers and Bum, | had the chance to do an interview 
with Nardwuar, Scott Livingston (Evaporators and Goblins 
drummer) , John Collins (bass player for The Evaporators, 
trombone player for The Goblins, and member of a Nordic 
metal band called Thorsen who are on Meat Records in 
Seattle) , and Wassil (a member of the band Wee Bee Birth 
And Cows, an organizer of all ages gigs at the Hastings 
Community Centre in Vancouver, and publisher of a 
fanzine, The World According To Wassil- available from 
2961 Pasture Circle, Coquitlam, B.C. V3C 2C3). Here's the 
outcome. 

One day in gym class, Nardwuar and Scott Livingstone, 
while doing push-ups, came up with the idea of doing a 
rendition of the Kingsmen's classic “Louie Louie" for their 
High School Variety show. Nardwuar would play 
keyboards while Scott banged away on his drums. When 
the show came Nardwuar and Scott didn't end up doing 
“Louie Louie" as their performance piece but instead 
compensated with their versions of The Cramps song 
“Human Fly,” and The Sonics’ “Shot Down." 

Dave Carswell heard about Nardwuar and Scott's 
musical projects and asked them if he could play guitar for 
their band. Nardwuar and Scott, hesitant at first about 
Dave's bluesy guitar style, eventually came to the 
conclusion of letting him join. 

The Evaporators formed on February 20, 1986. Since 
that time, Bill Baker (currently the owner of Mint Records), 
and Lisa Marr (who is one-third of the all female trio Cub) 
have had a stint as a member of The Evaporators. When 
Lisa Marr left she was replaced by John Collins, former 
member of a mod band called On The Go, and is presently 
the bassist for The Evaporators. 

Since their formation, The Evaporators have done many 
shows, and released many noteworthy tunes such as “El 
Degas" and “Citizen Freak”. In January ‘93 they shot a 
music video for “Welcome To My Castle" directed by Bill 
Mullen, whose credits include the idea behind the film 
“Terminal City Ricochet” and a Movieland video. | recently 
saw Nardwuar, The Evaporators, and The Goblins featured 
on the Much Music program Indie Street. | decided to start 
off the taped portion of the interview with an inquiry 
regarding the Indie Street coverage. 

Nard: The Indie Street thing was garnered through Jay 
Scott, booker of D.O.A. Jay got us an interview with New 
Music. They played that interview eventually on Much 
Music about five months later. More importantly than the 
thing on Indie Street is that Jay Scott actually got us on 
LG73. The Goblins played live on LG73. We have an 8- 
track available of The Goblins live on LG73. We did 
E.M.F.'s “Unbelievable”. Unfortunately, now, Killdozer has 
covered “Unbelievable,” making our version inept. 

ID: Any new releases coming up? 

Nard: The next thing will be, hopefully, an Evaporators 
“I'm Going To France” single, featuring four songs, an

ID: How was Highwood? 

Nard: | really enjoyed the Highwood Music Festival. 
Scott of The Evaporators, How would you comment about 
the Highwood Music Festival? 

S.L.: | enjoyed it too. We knew what we were getting. 
We were not getting any money. We were just gonna get 
a really fun time. 


Nard: It was good. Unfortunately the cheque we got — 


bounced. Now | didn't care but... John, bass player for The 
Evaporators and trombone player for The Goblins, what 
would you say about the Highwood Music Festival? 

J.C.: | would say that Paul Hughs is the biggest scam 
artist in Canada at this time. 

Nard: Why is that? | think he’s a ad guy. 

J.C.: No you don’t. He’s a cold calculating huckster. 
He's realized that punk rock bands are stupid and 
inexperienced and are used to only their own scene. And 
he’s found a little sub-culture that he’s gonna exploit and 
they're so powerless and unused to the whole legal system, 
that they'll just put up with it. It's already proven, for two 
or three years in a row now. 

Nard: What happened when you got that cheque for 
three hundred dollars? 

J.C.: My three hundred dollar cheque to The 
Evaporators bounced with a resounding boing. We had 
spent almost three hundred dollars on gas. We showed up. 
The show is a big scam. The earth was so gnarley that we 
couldn't sleep on it. 

S.L.: The true pathetic thing is that we knew this was 
coming the whole time. 

Nard: Let's end this portion of the interview. So, 
basically that was the answer to the Highwood Music 
Festival. Nardwuar enjoyed it because he loves playing 
anywhere. 

ID : So (Nardwuar) are you going to interview Jason 
Priestly this (now past) Halloween? 

Nard: About Jason Priestly, Scott actually met Jason 
Priestly’'s sister. 

S.L.: | met her at a friend’s house. She was living there. 
We talked about celebrity roasts. 

Nard: We were thinking of doing a gig called the Jason 
Priestly Celebrity Roast. It’s a gig we put on in honour of 
Jason Priestly. Apparently, he's o.k.'d the idea. So, Jason 
Priestly has o.k.'d the idea for the Jason Priestly Celebrity 
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roast sponsored by Nardwuar The Human Serviette. But

ID: Thank you very much for your time.

During this interview | had forgotten my question sheet 
at home, so | got in contact with Nardwuar once again to 
ask the forgotten questions. When | reached Nardwuar, he 
gave me some rather tragic news. After the Halloween 
Bash show at around 2 a.m., The Evaporators van was hit 
by a 22 year old drunk driver on New Port Street in Oak 
Bay. Nardwuar and Sarah from Kreviss came out of the 
crash alright but others weren't as fortunate. Hugh Baker, 
who was seen selling memorabilia at the Halloween Bash 
show, came out of the crash with broken teeth and a 
broken jaw. Scott Livingston, drummer for The Evaporators 
and The Goblins, received a broken wrist. Mark Tounnier, 
who can be seen on the back cover of the /ce and 
Clamchowder vs Big Mac and Bombers album, had his 
shoulder broken. Dave Carswell, guitarist for The 
Evaporators and The Smugglers, had a cut hand and sore 
neck. The van was totalled. In conclusion to this article I'd 
like to end off with a Nardwuar quote:

Singer 
Hope Sandoval is very fetching when 
she ‘s pouting, but as performance it 
SUCKS. 

Mazzy Starr do this low-key, quiet 
sort of thing. In the happy “we're- 
enjoying-ourselves” atmosphere of 
Harpo's you could hear people having 
a good time along with.the music. 
There was much applause after each 
song. All this clearly offended the 
tender sensibilities of the band. They 
would play a song, look unhappy, 
confer among themselves and maybe 
play another while looking unhappy. 


Or maybe they'd look unhappy and 
leave the stage to pout. 

Marcus from Harpo's would go talk 
to them and they'd drag themselves 
back on stage. This happened several 
times 

The highlight of the evening was 
when Hope whined from the stage, 
“Why don't you just shut the fuck up. 
| mean, you fuckin’ paid 8 bucks to 
fuckin’ see us.” That's right, baby, WE 
paid eight bucks to see YOU perform, 
not throw a temper tantrum. If you 
need people to sit quietly on their 
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hands while you play, get your self 
booked into a theatre, not a club. And 
if you like people to be a little quiet, 
be mature about it. From other articles 
| have read about the band, this sort 
outburst is a fairly regular feature of 
their show. 


All in all, Mazzy Starr took more 
than an hour to play maybe 35 
minutes of music. That was it for eight 
bucks. Don't get me wrong, | like 
Mazzy Starr's albums, that's why | 
went to see them. | just didn’t like 
them.

Just look at 7 Seconds and SNFU. Two 
formerly legendary bands who got 
back together, released, at best, 
mediocre records and dragged their 
tired old asses around the country 
trying to relive some of their former 
glory. Then there's the Buzzcocks. 

The Buzzcocks, along with The 
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Undertones, are, in my never humble 
opinion, the best and probably most 
influential of the pop oriented British 
punk bands of the seventies. So the 
prospect of actually getting to see 
them was exciting, but there was the 
nagging feeling that there was the 
potential for something happening 
along the lines of Spinal Tap. Those 
fears were quickly dispelled. 

After a really good, but maybe a bit 
too technical set by Pigment Vehicle, 
the Buzzcocks began with a burst of 
energy not seen in a lot of bands even 
half their age. After a couple of newer 
tunes they played my favorite 
Buzzcocks song, “Autonomy.” | think 
| spilled my load all over the dance 
floor. | mean, this was the real thing 
and remaining original members Pete 
Shelley and Steve Diggle played with 
an energy and enthusiasm that did 
not look contrived. After classics like 
“Orgasm Addict,” “Ever Fallen in 
Love,” “Chainstore,” “Love You 
More,” “Whatever Happened To” 
and “Oh Shit” | realized that | had not 
witnessed just another gig. This was 
something special. The Buzzcocks 


managed to pull off their version of 
punk revivalism with credibility intact.

harder than the bands that imitate 
them today.

The Rheostatics 
Harpo’s 


have a lot of admiration for any 
band that can go onstage at 10:30, 
and play right until 2:00, with only a 
half hour break. Not only did the 


Rheostatics play an extraordinarily 


long set, they also opened for 
themselves, took the time to talk to 
the audience, and were able to 
continue playing after some drunk 
prick at the back of the club yelled 
“boring” during a quiet moment in 
their second set. This explains why the 
Rheostatics are thirty points ahead of 
the struggling Tom Cochrane Group in 
the hockey standings: they play well. 
Despite the immediate horror on the 
audience's face when the guitarist 
started playing a Steinberger guitar 
(one of those dorky Howard Jones 
type affairs, with a body the size of a 
paperback novel and the distinct 
absence of a headstock), the 
Rheostatics promised to win the 
audience's favour, and | am certain 
that they succeeded. A long set filled 
with diversity, dynamics, and 
references to winters in Saskatchewan 
seemed to be exactly what the 
audience wanted from these four. The 
band responded well to the audience 
(exemplified in the sing-along 
beginning to their first encore, played 
from the second-story dressing room 
window on acoustic guitars). My only 
fear is that when the Rheostatics 
return to Harpo’s, which I'm sure they 
will, it will not be on a Thursday 
“student night", and with the higher 
ticket prices, they won't get the 
audience response that they had this 
time. If this happens, store this fact in 
your mind: the Rheostatics are really 
good live, and you may want to 
consider forking out the extra cash for 
tickets to see them. Who needs to eat 
when you could see a band this good?

first heard Mark Sandman putting in a 
guest appearance on a jazz album by 
Either/Orchestra, singing a Bing Crosby 
number, Temptation, and was immediately 
a fan of his voice. He has one of those 
smoky, loose drawls you hope to achieve 
one day by leading a dissolute lifestyle. | 
finally tracked him down on this album, a 
follow up to the reverb-drenched Good, 
and | was happy to find a couple of tracks 
where Leonard Cohen mught find a new 
home, if Cohen ever forsook his cheesy 
background music stylings. Morphine is a 
three piece out of Boston, with Sandman 
on, among other homemade instruments, 
a two-string slide bass he made in an 
attempt to emulate the sound he heard on 
an old blues recording, and a spindly 
three-string guitar, Dana Colley on 
baritone and tenor saxophones, and 
Jerome Deupree on drums. Together, they 
produce fat, fat grooves, with a bass- 
heavy rumble that'll rattle your doors on 
their hinges as Morphine swings between 
driving, ominous power-chord riffs and 
moody, atmospheric jazz. Paul Kolderie, 
who twiddled knobs for The Pixies and 
Radiohead, was behind the board as 
producer, and he filled out their sound 
with organ, mandolin, and overdubbed 
drums without sacrificing the clean 
dynamics of the three-piece, a line-up you 
don’t see much outside the jazz combos.

David Baerwald 
Triage 
A&M 


erb Alpert is the “A” in A&M records. 

That he plays trumpet on this album 
by Los Angeles’ David Baerwald is only 
one of the cool surprises in store when you 
tune into Triage. The album starts out with 
a silky lounge number that sketches in a 
beautifully understated narrative the casual 
brutality of a sadist in a Mercedes who 
picks up a hitchhiker on a Saturday night. 
“There's a secret silken world of sex and 
submission/of vodka and handcuffs and 
acts of contrition", says the driver to his 
passenger, while Summer of Love-type 
harmonies swell up in the bridge, and the 
first half of the album chronicles the 
bloody decade of Reagan, Bush, and the 
violent aesthetics of the aging Woodstock 
generation. In strange, uncertain days “we 
embrace what we despise,” the narrator 
says in “The Postman". Songs blur one 
into another, linked by snippets of 
television dialogue, samples of Congress or 
the sound of helicopters in a manner 
reminiscent of Barry Adamson’s filmic 
Moss Side Story. Dark and depressing. The 
second half of the album is similarly filled 
with pain and dread, but acoustic guitar 
and voice come to the fore here in spare, 
bluesy arrangements. Think of the poems 
of Raymond Carver. The songwriting 
displays a rare intelligence and honesty, 
neither afraid of the dark nor afraid of the 
possibility of beauty in fucked up world 
that seems determined to destroy all hope. 
It is this tentative reaching toward love - 
found in the narrator of “A Bitter Tree” , 
who looks at his father naked, drunk and 
helpless on the floor and feels closer to the 
stranger before him than he ever has at 
any time before — that lifts this album out 
of despair.

hen it’s not being twisted and abused 
V V as a marketing tool to sell cars, the 
ferm “punk rock” usually conjures up 
images of England in ‘76-'77. The Pistols, 
the Clash, the Damned: loud snotty rawk. 
Often overlooked in the nostalgic dreams of 
anarchy and musical revolution is the 
seminal New York punk scene of ‘75-'77. 
With this book, Clinton Heylin shines some 
ight on a scene that was just as important, 
if not as well recognized or understood. 
_ The New York punk movement was 
different in many, if not most, ways from its 
_ondon counterpart. It was older, less 
political and more consciously arty. It 
developed slowly in relative obscurity and 
inever garnered the sort of national. press 
attention that marked the punk explosion in 
England. It was also more diverse, united 
less by musical style than by an attitude and 
japproach to music. At the same time New 
York and England shared many of the same 
‘influences; The Velvet Underground, The 
‘Stooges and the MC5. The influence of the 
‘New York scene upon it's English counter 
‘part is undeniable. The New York Dolls had 
|major label releases in ‘73-'74; Patti Smith's 
|Horses was released in “75. The Ramones 
‘debut was released in ‘76, well before the 
‘Sex Pistols, the Clash or any of the rest of 
pe cohorts released vinyl in ‘77. Malcolm 
‘McLaren lifted the Pistols torn clothes and 
‘leather look from the Ramones and Richard 
Hell. 

Although the “scene” never gained 
‘national prominence, many of its 
apn did. Patti Smith, Talking Heads 
_and Blondie were all nurtured by the scene. 
Others such as Suicide, Television, the 
Ramones, and the Dolls established 
themselves as major influences upon the 
_next musical decade and beyond. 

. Heylin's book focuses almost exclusively 

on the New York scene and its satellites in 
Cleveland, Detroit and Boston, arguing that 
_it is here that the origins of punk lie. He 
| makes a very strong case. Heylin's research 
is extensive and provides much illuminating 
detail about not only the better known 
personalities but also about many an 
| obscure band. Fortunately this detail isn't 
allowed to bog down the larger story of the 
“music. The scene's diversity often makes it 
| difficult to keep track of the chronology and 
“the relationships between the bands 
‘(important if you want to follow the 
_ interplay of influences). Heylin isn't. entirely 
successful in overcoming this difficulty. 
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My biggest complaint is his gratuitous 
use of quotes from the people involved 
(usually from magazines, fanzines and other 
secondary sources). While generally 
interesting and informative, | often found 
myself scratching my head wondering what 


_ a particular quote had to do with whatever 


was being talked about. 

From the Velvets to the Voidoids tells 
the story of the first flickering flames of 
rebellion against the bloated mainstream 
music industry. This was a very important 
time in popular music that set the stage for 
much that has come since. Heylin has ably 
captured the excitement of the time and 
profiled the major players. A useful 
examination of an often under-appreciated 
time in rock ‘n roll history.

The Run of the River: Portraits of Eleven 
British Columbia Rivers 

Mark Hume 

New Star Books, $14.95 


s it just me, or does any news about the 
Be of the environment make you want 
to puke, or at least roast some. corporate- 
butt on a rotating spit? 

After reading Mark Hume's The Run of 
the River, | know. my gut reaction is 
justified. British Columbia is not just being 
ruined by bad forestry, but by big-bucks 
fishing and over-grown dams too. 

It's a good thing Run of the River is so 
well-crafted and beautifully written, 
because the subject matter is about as 
uplifting as the Holy Bible’s book of 
revelations. 

For instance, get this: since time 
immemorial, around 20,000 steelhead fish 
have run through the Thompson River every 
year, by 1991, there were only 1,000 
steelheads, a reduction of over 400%. 

Fish may not seem like a big deal to you 
and me, but think about all the people who 
depend on fishing in B.C., and think of how 
river ecosystems are so intertwined with 
waterlife—then you'll start to understand 
what the loss of 19,000 of nature's best 
swimmers is. And this number is from only 
one river, 

Up in Stikine territory, well towards the 
Yukon and Alaska borders, everyone but 
the animals wants to clearcut everything in 
sight. So far, there's an agreement to limit 
the drives of destruction to using helicopter- 
logging, but such an unprofitable method 
may not last. 

Logging does not help rivers. This may 
be simple enough to say in one sentence, 
but logging companies—and the NDP— 
aren't that easily-taught. Instead, when the 
government finds that MacMillan-Bloedel 


harms fisheries habitat in 80 per cent of 
their logging areas, as a recent study 
indicates, MacMillan Bloedel goes 
unpunished, and the fish go unsaved. 

But logging may not be the worst threat 
to Stikine wilderness, B.C. Hydro comes in 
as at least public enemy number two. BC 
Hydro is planning four dams, two in or near 
what's called the Grand Canyon, and two 
more on the Iskut River. Hume quotes a 
Hydro executive as saying “God made the 
Stikine to be dammed.” If the Stikine is 
dammed, certainly all the fish and many of 
the people's livelihood will be damned too. 

Run of the River also points out major 
political problems in B.C. to do with fisheries 
destruction. For example, in 1988, Native 
nations, environmentalists, and some 
government agencies agreed that there 
should be no logging, mining, or road 
building in most of northwest B.C. 

The then-Socred government didn't 
agree, and by the time the report was 
released publicly, logging, mining, and road 
building were allowed. The only limitation 
would be maintaining “Visual Quality 
Objectives"—which means the environ- 


_ment.can go to hell, just as long as tourists 


on the highway don’t see the devastation. 


Run of the River does have some. 


optimistic points, amongst all the doom and 
gloom: the rivers have an enormous amount 
to teach us, and have already trained a 
great number of Native peoples, fly-fishers, 
and other rural folk. 

Now the task is to listen, and to act in 
defense of the rivers that literally flow with 
life. As Hume observes, “The history of the 
ocean and the river_and the earth is written 
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on the skin of steelhead..." Chris Vance

EF" Route to Global Occupation is a 
culmination of over a decade of 
investigative research into the conspiracy to 
establish an elitist, dictatorial one-world 
government euphemistically called the 
“New World Order."

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AIDS IS NOT A SEXUALLY

e have been lied to by the AIDS orthodoxy. 
AIDS is not a naturally occurring sexually 
transmitted disease. On 25 November 1993, CFUV's 
Bad News Show aired Dr. Robert Strecker's well- 
researched presentation on AIDS. This article seeks to 
put Dr. Strecker's words in black and white. 

The immune system is made up of B-cells and T- 
cells. The AIDS virus selectively destroys the T-4 cells. 
If the T-4 cells are destroyed, then opportunistic 
infections such as Pneumocystis Carinii Pneumonia 
(PCP) and Kaposi's Sarcoma set in. It is worth noting 
that the genocidalists found out that people of 
African descent have a lower T-4 cell count, which 
makes AIDS an ethnically-specific disease. 

The AIDS viruses show striking similarities with 
animal viruses. The genes of the AIDS virus look like 
the genes of the bovine leukemia virus of cattle and 
visna virus of sheep. If you read the Lancet of 1 
January 1966 in an article with the headline, “Men or 
molecules: A tilt at Molecular Biology,” McFarland 
Burnett writes: | 

“The human implications of what is going on in 
this sophisticated universe of tissue culture cells, 
bacteria and viruses, which can be grown at the 
expense of one or another, are at best dubious, at 
most frankly terrifying.” Addressing the bad aspects 
of Molecular Biology, the author concluded the 
article by stating: “This series of articles is designed, | 
believe, to persuade readers to think again about 
some current dogmas that have grown up in 
medicine, and not necessarily to offer alternative 
approaches.... Medicine must make use of all the 
sciences. But it must also recognize the limitations 
that the process of evolution, and the nature of man, 
places on their utilization.” 

How did animal viruses get into humans? In 1971, 
the National Institutes of Health conducted 
experiments in cross-species transmission. This is 
addressed in articles by Stuart A. Aaronson, one of 
which was entitled “Common Genetic Alterations of 
RNA Tumor Viruses in Human Cells.” In 1972, Koshi 
Maruyama and Leon Dmochoski wrote an article 
entitled “Cross-Species Transmission of Mammalian 
RNA Tumor Viruses.” They explained the process of 
serially passaging tissue, specifically RNA viruses, 
from species such as cattle or sheep, then adapting 
that virus to grow in human tissue through seria 
adaption. Furthermore, in the 1972 bulletin of the 
World Health Organization (WHO), it was written: 

“An attempt should be made to ascertain whether 
viruses can in fact exert selective effects on the 
immune function. By depressing 7S vs. 19S antibody 
or by affecting T-cell as opposed to B-cell function.” 
The bulletin continued, “...response to the virus may 
itself be impaired if the effective viruses damage 
more or less selectively the cells responding to the 
viral antigens.” 

This issue was partially addressed in a London 
Times front-page article on 11 May 1987 (did you 
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see this in the Canadian media?). The article 
established an association between the WHO's 
vaccination campaigns and the outbreak of AIDS in 
Africa. The US population was infected in 1978 with 
the hepatitis B vaccine. The late Dr. Wolf Szmuness, 
the ex-roommate of Pope John Paul II, was the 
mastermind behind the November 1978 to October 
1979 and March 1980 to October 1981 
experimental hepatitis B vaccine trials conducted by 
the Centers for Disease Control in New York, San 
Fransisco and four other American cities, Behold A 
Pale Horse (p. 168). 

In his article, “WWHO Murdered Africa" (WHO 
here refers to the World Health Organization), Dr. 
William Campbell Douglass writes that while the 


London Times should be congratulated for - 


uncovering the smallpox-AIDS connection, their 
expose was very misleading because the article states 
that the African AIDS epidemic was caused by the 
smallpox vaccine “triggering” AIDS in those 
vaccinated. Dr. Strecker found out that the smallpox 
vaccines (and the hepatitis B vaccines used on 
homosexuals in the US) were laced with the AIDS 
virus. Dr. Douglass says there is no scientific evidence 
that this laboratory-manufactured virus was present 
in Africa before the World Health Organization 
descended on Africa in 1967 with their deadly AIDS- 
laced vaccine. The AIDS virus, says Dr. Douglass, did 
not come from Africa. It came from Fort Detrick 
(now known as NCI or National Cancer Institute). Dr. 
Strecker's research revealed that WHO and NCI 
worked in collaboration to make the AIDS virus in 
their laboratories. | 

Dr. Douglass says the WHO's infection of Central 
Africans was not an accident. It was deliberate. Dr. 
Douglass informs us that in the Federal Proceedings 
of the United States in 1972, WHO said: 

“In the relation to the immune response a number 
of useful experimental approaches can be 
visualized." WHO suggested that a neat way to do 
this would be to. put their new killer virus (AIDS) into 
a vaccination program, sit back and observe results, 
says Dr. Douglass. “This would be particularly 


informative in subships.” That is, give the AIDS virus 


to brothers and sisters and see if they die, who dies 
first, and of what, just like using rats in a laboratory, 
says Dr. Douglass. He says they used smallpox 
vaccine as their vehicle and the geographical sites 
chosen in 1972 were Uganda, Zaire, Zambia, 
Rwanda, Burundi, Tanzania, Kenya, Haiti, Brazil and 
Japan. Is it a coincidence, asks Dr. Strecker, that the 
outbreak of AIDS occurred in the countries where the 
World Health Organization carried out its smallpox 
vaccination campaigns? 

In 1970 WHO was still growing these deadly 
animal viruses in human tissue cultures. In 1981, 
Cedric Mims said in a published article that there was 
a bovine virus contaminating the culture media of 
WHO. If the infection of Africans and these other 
people was an accident, asks Dr. Douglass, why did 
WHO continue to use 
the vaccine? | 

There are some 
scientists who do not 
share the scientific view 
of the AIDS orthodoxy. 
They are Dr. Peter 
Duesberg of UCLS at 
Berkeley (one of the 
three top virologists in 
the world), Dr. John 
Seal and Dr. Allen 
Cantwell. Dr. Seal and 
Dr. Cantwell are British. 

There are several 
Strains of the AIDS 
virus. This should be 
expected because two 
viruses were crossed to 
produce the AIDS virus. 
The AIDS virus also 
produced its own 
offsprings, i.e., HTLV-I, 
HTLV-Il, HTLV-III etc. 
Dr. Strecker says the 
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TRANSMITTED DISEASE 


AIDS virus can mutate 90004 (to the 4th power), 
therefore it is impossible to come up with a vaccine 
for each and every strain of the virus. It will mean 
making vaccines for 9000 x 9000 x 9000 x 9000 
different viruses. Is that possible? This AIDS disease is 
a nightmare and the orthodox scientists, including 
your physicians, have no guts to tell the truth and 
declare AIDS a public health problem. Everyone can 
contract AIDS and there are probably many more 
infected people than the numbers we have been 
given. 

AIDS is a blood-borne disease and is transmitted 
by means other than sexual. On 8 or 9 December 
1993, it was revealed in CNN’s CNN and Company 
program that one child infected another with AIDS in 
the US. It was also reported that similar cases have 
previously been reported in the US. Children do not 
engage in sex. How was the other child infected? 
Saliva is the culprit. Is AIDS a sexually transmitted 
disease? Causal agents of sexually transmissible 
diseases must fit in the following criteria: 

*They grow in the venereal tract. 

*They are present in high titers. 

*They don't live outside the body for long periods 
of time. 

*They are primarily transferred by sex. 

The AIDS virus does not fit in any of the above 
criteria. The AIDS viruses do not grow in the venereal 
tract, they are not present in high concentrations, 
they can live outside the body for 12 to 14 days, as 
proven by French scientists, and they are not 
transferred by sex. The AIDS virus has only been 
cultured in semen. The only place that the AIDS virus 
was identified by sedimentation by ultra- 
centrifugation was in saliva, not from semen. The 
fact that AIDS is not a sexually transmissible disease 
does not mean one cannot contract AIDS from one's 
partner during sexual intercourse. By the same token, 
once can contract the common cold from one's 
partner during sexual intercourse but that does not 
make common cold a sexually transmissible disease, 
does it? 

Can AIDS be transmitted through mosquitoes? Dr. 
Strecker thinks it is possible. The AIDS virus is a 
known close relative of two other retroviruses, the 
Equine Infectious Anemia (EIA) of horses and Caprine 
Arthritis-encephalitis of goats. EIA or swarm fever is 
known since the 1920's to be vector-borne (i.e., it 
can be transmitted by blood-sucking insects). The 
AIDS orthodoxy would want us to believe that the 
AIDS virus cannot be transmitted by mosquitoes. If 
the mosquitoes can filter out the AIDS virus, why 
aren't the orthodox AIDS researchers using the same 
mechanism of filtering out the AIDS virus so that 
people should no longer get infected from tainted 
blood? Dr. Strecker says the burden of proof is on 
those who say mosquitoes cannot transmit AIDS. He 
suggests that we should have a box full of 
mosquitoes feed on infected blood and then bite 
them on the wrist. Let us see if they won't come 
down with the AIDS disease. 

On the cure for AIDS: A number of scientists have 
said that the AIDS drug AZT is a carcinogen. It is a 
terminator of DNA synthesis. When screened for 
carcinogenicity, AZT was highly active. AZT causes 
cancer in rodents. There is a strong correlation 
between long-term AZT therapy and various forms 
of cancer, especially cancer of the lymphatic system. 
This was discussed at the Amsterdam Symposium on 
Alternative AIDS research in 1992, 

Dr. Strecker says the cure for AIDS will lie in the 
reconstruction or redevelopment of electro-magnetic 
or electro-physiological techniques which will allow 
for identification, and perhaps obliteration, of viruses 
either in blood extra-corporally circulated and treated 
extra-corporally, or actually irradiated within the 
human body by radio waves.

His lazy voice is not the strongest 
attribute here, but it’s lulling and suited to 
such rudimentary mood music. A lack of 
ruthlessness or rawness and too-much-of- 
the-same bogs Rise Above down in parts, 
but a cool laid back ambience overcomes. 
Epic's true allure is his accessible, 
emotionally revealing writing. He wears his 
heart, dirty and discoloured, on his sleeve. 
Session musicians include the likes of J 
Mascis (Dinosaur Jr.) and Kim Gordon 
(Sonic Youth).

It is noteworthy that 
after our arrest a detective at the police station revealed that 
they (the police) wanted to arrest us right away, but the 
Liberals didn't want the publicity. The detective also said that 
“the owner came through", suggesting that the Liberals 
used the owner of their office premises as a pawn to spare 
them the responsibility of our arrest. Well, enough about my 
legal problems, this-action was taken in support of the 
Zapatistas, not for personal reasons. As quoted from our 
statement, “We support the Zapatistas’ struggle for work, 


land, shelter, healthcare, education, independence, freedom, 


democracy, justice, and peace.” | only wish that our 
government supported these goals. Thanks to all who were 
in the office and those who supported us.
